After listening to three hours 
of ‘discussion on December 16 
about ‘the speed humps on 
Northway between Hillside and 
Crescent Roads, Councilmember 
Edward Putens noted the lack of 
public consensus on whether the 
humps should stay or go. By 
his tally, 31 people had spoken: 
15 supported the humps, 15 op- 
posed them and one had not 
stated a clear position. In addi- 
tion, Sue Krofchik, of 2 court 
Northway, presented a petition 
with 343 signatures asking that 
the humps be removed and a 
master plan for traffic calming 
be developed that treats all areas 
of the city equally. Later in the 
meeting Mayor Antoinette Bram 
noted that council does not make 
its decisions by the numbers for 
or against, but instead based 
upon what is best for the citi- 
zens. 

One technical issue had be- 
come clear, however — the 
humps did not permit most mo- 
torists to cross them at anything 
close to the posted speed limit. 
This. provided the basis for 
Putens’ motion to extend the 
speed hump experiment on 
Northway for another year after 
Director of Public Works Carl 
Hirsch modifies the humps to 
permit drivers to go over them 
at 20 mph. The motion was 
unanimously approved by the 
full Greenbelt City: Council. 

The positions voiced by those 
citizens who. spoke at the meet- 
ing ranged from Keith Jahoda’s 
“I’ve never met a traffic calming 
approach I didn’t like” to Bar- 


bara Steven’s charge that the- 


humps have effectively closed 
off Northway to Mark Davis's 
message of “don’t mess with 
success.” Although Ridge Road 
residents Jahoda and Stevens 
took different positions, most of 
the speakers in favor of the 
humps lived on Northway and 
Woodland Way and most who 
lived elsewhere opposed the 
. humps. 
The Shape of Things to Come? 
The councilmembers denied 
that installation of the humps on 
Northway constituted “special 
treatment” of a small ‘group of, 
citizens, as charged by some 
speakers. Instead, the humps are 
an experiment, they said. Since 
the humps were installed, coun- 
cil and staff have begun working 
on a citywide “traffic calming 
plan” that could incorporate 
speed humps, roundabouts and 
other devices to force drivers to 
slow down. Councilmembers 
Thomas White and Judith Davis 
both noted that speed humps and 
other traffic calming devices 
“will be irritating.” Davis ex- 
pressed hope that humps will not 
be necessary given other traffic 
calming options. Several 
councilmembers encouraged citi- 
zens to participate when further 
traffic calming measures are dis- 
cussed, 
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City Council Fails to Get 
The Speed Humps on Northway 


It was the fear of proliferation 
that worried some hump oppo- 
nents. Ted Kowaluk of Ridge 
Road, a.planner for Takoma 
Park, feared Greenbelt could fol- 
low the example of that city, 
where speed humps have prolif- 
erated. Janice Reyes of Hillside 
Road wrote council supporting 
the humps and asking for humps 
on Hillside to combat speeding 
there. Even Councilmember 
Rodney Roberts, who had been 
an early supporter of the 
Northway humps, said. that he 
would not want to see speed 
humps “proliferate all over,” 
though he noted that he would 
not mind a few humps at stop 
signs. 

Full House 

The overflow crowd got a 
little testy at times. Mayor 
Bram had to remind the crowd a 
few times not to get into debates 
with the speakers. After Davis 
(President of the Woodland Hills 
Community Association who led 
the charge for the humps’ instal- 
lation) and Mary Ellen Fields 
noted that more pedestrians were 
now walking down Northway,

one member of the audience 
commented that “it must be nice 
to have no cars on your street.” 
Phillip Brandis, of Hillside Road, 
answered the question the mayor 
had asked several anti-hump 
speakers as to why slowing 
down for the humps was such a 
problem, saying “it’s just plain 
damn irritating.” And, there 
was a fair amount of backtalk in 
the crowd, especially as the 
night wore on. 

At one point, the mayor 
asked “that you gige nonemo- 
tional statements, that the 
statements...do not address coun- 
cil personally and do not chal- 
lenge the council’s decision. 
We’re working on a new deci- 
sion tonight.” 

In return, a few speakers 
chided the mayor about how the 
meeting was run. Joe 
Wilkinson, joked “Do you real- 
ize it’s past my bedtime?” Jack 
Maffay said that speakers were 
allowed to speak too long and 
that the comments were not al- 
ways directed to the topic at 
hand. The mayor noted several 


times during the meeting that, 


although council’s standing rules 
limit speakers to three minutes, 
those rules have never been en- 
forced during the time that she 
has been on council (including 
under previous mayors). 


Major Issues 

The main issues and concerns 
raised by speakers opposing the 
humps were 1) was there really 
a speeding problem on Northway 
prior to installation of the speed 
humps, 2) were Northway citi- 
zens receiving special treatment, 
and 3) was traffic being diverted 
onto adjacent streets. Some 
speakers also complained that 
council had not included them in 
the discussions prior to installing 
the speed humps in 1994, How- 
ever, Putens noted that when the 
decision was being made oppo- 
nents of the humps “never 
showed up.” 

Those supporting the humps 
generally expressed 1) their con- 
cerns about the prehump speeds 
on Northway, 2) their pleasure at 
the current situation and 3) a 
feeling that it was no problem to 
slow down for the humps. 

Was There a Problem? 

Several hump opponents re- 
minded council that several po- 


lice studies prior to installation 


of the humps showed that there 
was not a consistent speeding 


problem. A 1993 study showed 


that most vehicles drove between 
23 and 29 mph on the road 
(with a 25 mph speed limit), 
with top speed mostly in the 
30’s but with one driver clocked 
at 41 mph. 

A memo from Planning Di- 
rector Celia Wilson compared 
pre- and post-hump speeds. Op- 
ponents cited the observation 
that even before installation of 
the humps, the average speed on 
the road was 25.1 mph — con- 
sistent with the posted speed. 
After the humps, speeds now av- 
erage 21.9 mph. Hump propo- 
nents focussed more on the 
“OSth percentile speed.” This is 
the speed at or below which 95 
percent of vehicles travel. The 
95th percentile- speed on 
Northway has dropped from 29 
mph to 25 mph. 

NortHway residents, however, 
argued that the study speeds 
were not representative of true 
traffic behavior since drivers 
slow down when officers are 
present. Leah and Jordan 
Choper both recalled accidents in 
which their parked vehicles were 
hit by motorists, including one 
five-car accident that even dam- 
aged a car parked in their drive- 
way. Leah Choper also argued

Upcoming County Council 
Session Will Be Full

State legislation is the needed 
cure to a dispute between County 
Executive Wayne Curry and the 
Prince George’s County Council. 
In late December Curry vetoed 
his first piece of council legisla- 
tion, a bill to require developers 
to meet an Adequate Public Fa- 
cilities (APF) test for public 
schools in order for the county to 
approve new housing develop- 
ments. Although Curry said that 
he supported the aims of the bill, 
it is his opinion that the bill is il- 
legal, until state legislation is en- 
acted. Presently the state legisla- 
ture has prohibited the county 
from imposing a public facilities 
test if the county imposes a sur- 
charge on every unit of new con- 
struction to be used for schools. 
The County Council appears to 


want it both ways, collecting a 


surcharge and requiring develop- 
ment to meet an adequate public 
facilities test. 

Councilmembers have criti- 
cized Curry for making the veto, 
although they recognize that their 
bill, which was passed by an 8-0 
vote, conflicts with state law. 
Some of the members have indi- 
cated that they will seek to over- 
ride the veto at the January 7 
council meeting. It is their con- 
tention thet Curry should have al- 
lowed the bill to become law, but 
not enforced it until the legisla- 
ture amended the existing law. 

Curry, on the other hand, was 


concerned that the bill’s enact- 


ment would lead to litigation that 
would unnecessarily require the 
expenditure of county resources. 


“I should not approve legislation 
which cannot be enforced and 
which further complicates an area 
of such significance and impor- 
tance,” he told Council Chair 
Dorothy F. Bailey. 
Other Legislation 

According to Councilmember 
Audrey Scott, who represents the 
district that includes Greenbelt, 
lifting the APF prohibition is only 
one of the items on the county’s 
legislative agenda for the upcom- 
ing session to begin this month. 
Of greatest concern to library ad- 
vocates is the need for continua- 
tion of the state’s $2 million dol- 
lar annual grant for library fund- 
ing. Although this money has 
been granted by the legislature 
for the past two years, Scott 
notes that there is general oppo- 
sition to this kind of special 
grant, especially one-time grants 
that develop a life of their own. 
Scott also reports that many in 
the legislature have stated that 


they do not feel any compunction 


to help Prince George’s: County 
Since its residents did not care 
enough to help themselves by re- 
pealing TRIM. 

The county executive has _re- 
quested legislation to eliminate 
sunset provisions on authoriza- 
tions for the county to levy the 
energy tax and an increase in the 
transfer tax first made in 1984. 
Both authorizations have been 
extended on a year-to-year basis 
since 1989.in order to respond to 
“emergencies.” 

The Consolidated Transporta- 
tion Plan is also being followed

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Enforce 3 Minute Rule 


As Mayor Antoinette Bram explained several times during the De- 
cember 16 city council meeting, council’s standing rules limit speak- 
ers to three minutes. However, she noted that during her tenure (both 
as a councilmember and as mayor) this rule has never been enforced. 
We think it is time for the mayor and council to reconsider this pro- 
cedure. 


Allowing speakers to continue for as long as they wish has sev- 


eral unfortunate consequences. 


First, it can lead to extremely long 


meetings, especially on hot topics where many people turn out. Al- 
lowing the first speakers to make extended remarks can deprive other 


speakers of the opportunity to have equal impact in expressing their 
opinions by causing the meeting to run longer than people can stay. 
Even those who have spoken generally want to stick around to see 


what council does, if the meeting doesn’t drag on. 

Having and enforcing time limits would force speakers to concen- 
trate on their most important concerns. And, when there are multiple 
agenda items for which citizens, lawyers, staff or others are present, 
rambling discussions impose an unreasonable burden upon those 


present for other issues. 


Finally, not enforcing council’s written rules opens up the mayor 
and council to charges of not treating, all citizens equally. When the 
mayor only occasionally enforces the time limit (or at least asks the 
speaker to wrap it up soon), it can appear that the mayor is treating 


the speaker unfairly. 


The perception of fairness would also be enhanced if council would 
forgo interrupting speakers. Interrupting only certain speakers with 
questions or challenges to their positions can give the appearance of 
favoring some speakers over others. Appearing before council can be 
intimidating enough for those not used to public speaking.” Council 
should not add to citizens’ discomfort by interrupting speakers (unless 
they’ve spoken too long). Questions, when needed, should be asked 


after the citizen’s comments. 


' While we believe that three minutes should be adequate for com- 
ment on most issues, council could set a slightly longer time limit if 
they feel it is necessary. We urge council to review its rules on time 
limits, revise them if needed, and then enforce them equally to all 


speakers.

Thank you to the 343 people 
who signed the petition to re- 
move speed humps from the 
Woodland Hillis part of 
Northway. Council has heard 
part of what you said, and has 
decided to reshape the speed 
humps so that cars can drive 
over them without having to 
come to stops before each bump. 
Had you not signed the petition, 
the Council would have left the 
speed humps as they are. ~Coun- 
cil is now calling the speed 
humps a “pilot project” and they 
will be reevaluated one year af- 
ter they have been modified. 

Part of what you said, unfor- 
tunately, was not heard. As a 
whole, the Council apparently 
had no idea that anyone would 
feel Woodland Hills got special 
treatment. They appear to re- 
main very sensitive to the. Wood- 
land Hills “perception” of speed- 
ing, despite four police studies 
to the contrary and seven city 
staff recommendations against 
speed humps. It concerns me 
that the Council remains so to- 
tally insensitive to your percep- 
tion of special treatment for 
Woodland Hills. Council refused 
to acknowledge you could legiti- 
mately feel that way or that over 
300 people could have been af- 
fected by what they did in 
Woodland Hills. The three 
people who had taken the time 
to review city files and prepare 
typed remarks were not allowed 
to deliver their full, prepared re- 
marks. These three peaple 


spoké for the removal of speed” 


humps. As the saying goes, 
Council just didn’t get it, 

The petition signers fell into 
three general categories: those 
opposed to speed humps in gen- 
eral; those who like speed 
humps but are opposed to spe- 
cial interest groups; and those 
who felt Woodland Hills got spe- 
cial treatment that their areas 
cannot get. About 325 of the 
signers live in the area affected 
by the speed humps; about 20 
people live elsewhere in GHI, 
but heard about the petition and 
signed to show their support.

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Author Ellis Cose 
Speaks at Library 


Ellis Cose will discuss his 
new book, Color-Blind: Seeing 
Beyond Race in a Race-Ob- 
sessed World, on Friday, Janu- 
ary 10, 7 p.m., at the Greenbelt 
Library, 11 Crescent Road.

that the humps free up officers 
to pursue more sérious crimes. 
Jack Maffay said that, if anyone 
doubted the residents’ tales of 
how fast cars were going — just 
take out the humps and put a 
cop in my car in the driveway. 
Several speakers noted that 
installation of the humps was 
opposed by then City Manager 
Daniel Hobbs, and by the po- 
lice, public works and planning 
departments. The mayor noted 
that -council, not staff, makes 
the decisions for the good of 
the citizens, while Davis noted 


that “sometimes the staff is 
wrong. Later in the meeting, 
City Manager Michael 


McLaughlin said that while he 
did not “want to endorse 
Councilmember Davis’s state- 
ment that staff is not always 
right,” the concept of traffic 
calming has become more ac- 
ceptable nationwide. 

Several speakers called for 
enforcement, instead of humps. 
Nick Yesconi, of Plateau Place, 
argued that the solution is 
greater enforcement everywhere 
to get the bad drivers off the 
road. “I can see” speed humps 
along the full length of Ridge 
Road, he said, 

What’s Wrong with Humps? 

Many Northway residents 
and the mayor raised the issue 
of why the humps are so objec- 
tionable. Several speakers said 
that the humps had, in effect, 
closed Northway to traffic from 
adjacent neighborhoods. Bar- 
barg Stevens of Ridge Road 
said that, although council did 
not-vote*to close the road; its 
closéd* off’ “As™a result: “shé 
said, Northway residents have 
an empty street and “we have 
one less street” to go down. 
On the other side, Northway 
resident Leonie Penney praised 
council for installing the 
humps, saying that it is finally 
safe for her to back out of her 
driveway. Sandy Roberts, of 
Northway, noting that her chil- 
dren now have a safer environ- 
ment, asked why residents of 
other streets felt entitled to cut 
through the Woodland Hills 
neighborhood, 

Traffic Is Diverted 

One major issue is the effect 
of the humps on surrounding 
streets. Both sides appeared to 
agree that there is now less 
traffic on Northway, although 
they definitely did not agree on 
whether that was appropriate. 
This was supported by Wilson’s 
report, which showed a 2) per- 
cent decrease in. Northw ay traf- 
fic, a 9. percent increase on 
Hillside Road traffic volumes 
anda 12 percent decrease in 
Greenhill volume (though this 
was debated by Greenhill resi-

dent Ruth Bond). Average 
speeds have also increased on 
both Hillside and Greenhill (by 
1.5 mph on Hillside and 2.5 on 
Greenhill). In addition, Wilson 
concluded that traffic has been 
diverted onto other streets as 
well, since the increase on Hill- 
side (up 166 trips/day) does not 
offset the declines on Northway 
(down 230 trips/day) and 
Greenhill (down 192 trips/day). 

Jim Bates of Woodland Way, 
one of the original Woodland 
Hills residents, recalled that the 
community could have made 
Northway a private road, but 
did not. However, he noted, it 
IS a narrow road, designed 
mainly for access to the Wood- 
land Hills homes. He argued 
that, unlike Northway, Hillside 
was built as a wide street made 
to handle high volumes of traf- 
fic. Harvey Geller said that 
the humps serve to distribute 
traffic in a fairer way than be- 
fore. 5 

The Mt. Everest of Humps 

Councilmember Rodney 
Roberts pointed the way toward 
the eventual decision when he 
asked Bonnie Brant whether 
she thought the humps were 
“over engineered.” Roberts 
suggested that the humps force 
drivers to slow down too much, 
which adds to motorists’ per- 
ceptions that they cannot use 
the street. Brant agreed, call- 
ing the Northway humps the 
“Mt. Everest of humps.” 

Roberts’ question kicked off 
around of tales of how fast (or 
slow) various drivers could 
cross the humps. Frank Kayser 
of Woodland Way had the top 
speed, saying-he could cross 
the. humps. at 20 mph... Eileen 
“Farnham ‘of Ridge Road ~knew 
of the worst — a friend who 
cannot drive up Northway be- 
cause the car scrapes the whole 
length of the hump. She told 
council, “I don’t believe they 
ought to be there, but if they 
must, you should be able to do 
the speed limit.” 

Kelly Ivy of Ridge Road 
agreed that the humps are too 
high; “they’ll launch you,” he 
said. 

Even the hump supporters 
noted that cars must slow well 
below the speed limit to cross 
the humps. The main issue of 
disagreement was how much of 
a problem it is to slow that 
much, Wilkinson noted that he 
could take the humps at 15 
mph, which “may add five sec- 
onds” to his travel time. “I 
think I can give the city five 
seconds for safety,” he said. 

Public Works Director 
Hirsch reported that the humps, 
contrary to some preinstallation 
concerns, had not interfered 
with snow: plows or emergency 
equipment, other than one plow 
said was going too

Police Vehicles Get LoJack Car System 


The City of Greenbelt has 
followed the lead of the State 
of Maryland, Prince George's 
County and several other lo- 
cal municipalities by joining 
forces with the LoJack Auto 
Recovery Network. Three 
LoJack tracking systems were 
recently installed in Greenbelt 
Police vehicles at no charge. 
LoJack is an auto theft recov- 
ery system operated by police 
that allows them to turn on a 
LoJack transmitter in a stolen 
car. Using the LoJack, police 
have an arrest record that is 
five times the national aver- 
age for stolen cars. 

The partnership between 


the police and LoJack will 


serve as a major deterrent to 
car theft, as it is impossible 
to tell which cars are 
equipped with the systétn. 
Because of this, car thieves 
will now be exposed to a 
higher risk of arrest. 

LoJack guarantees that cars 
equipped with the system will 
be recovered within 24 hours.
